STOCKHOLM, April 25. 


—(ff)—German 
forces, 
on 


the offensive north of Oslo, 
were reported tonight to 
have taken Roros, within 
70 miles of Trondheim, in 
a d r i v e to reinforce that 
German stronghold on Nor- 
way's west coast. 


Roros Is on a railroad, leading 
to the Trondheim region. 


Bombers ranged ahead of the 
nazl troops, Inflicting terrific dam- 
age in the Glomma river region In 
blasting a path clear for the land 
forces. 
This force, hurrying by forced 
march toward the vital seaboard 
front on which the whole Norweg- 
ian campaign may hinge, had ad- 
vanced about 125 miles from Or- 
phus since yesterday, 


A second German force, pushing 
up another railroad which connects 
with the line through Roros, was 
reorted to have reached Ringebu 
about 110 miles north of Oslo. 


Thus, with seemingly unresistcd 
progress, the Germans appear to 
have swept past Lillehammer, vital 
for control of Oslo and Southern 
Norway. 


The British acknowledged that 
their forces, which had been in 
the Lillehammer region, had been 
compelled to retreat in the face of 
"increased enemy pressure." 
The Germans, who had driven 
the allies from Steinkjer, on the 
coast above Trondheim, were said 
to have been stopped, meanwhile, 
slightly north of the town. 


Their new positions are beyond] 


range of the covering guns 
of 
three German worships in Trond- 
-"heim fjoift. 
'Heavy pitrol action was reported 
both on the coast and inland, with 
both sides struggling to stream 
reinforcements to their front lines. 
Major interest now is in the 


possibility of the Germans bridg- 
ing the 70-mile gap between their 
Trondheim and Roros units. 


Norway Is carved into three bat- 
tlefronts—the Oslo "gateway in the 
Southeast, Trondheim on the At- 
lantic coast and Narvik in the 
far north. 
v The Germans 
hold Trondheim 
but allied forces have landed at 
Andalsnes, about 100 miles to the 
south, and Namsos, about the same 
distance north, and are trying to 
isolate the Trondheim region. 


The two-pronged German 
ad- 
vance north from Oslo is aimed at 
cutting between the two allied col- 
umns.

Allied resistance, DNB declared, 
was "without plan." It said one 
stronghold guarded by six machine 
guns was taken without any Ger 
man casualties. 
Narvik Is Shelled 


On the far northern front, it re- 
ported, British ships again sub- 
jected Narvik to 
"very 
active" 
shelling while strong allied forces 
engaged nazi troops 18 miles to 
the northeast in fighting which 
still is in progress. 


The high command charged Bri- 
tain with opening "air 
warfare 
against undefended localities with- 
out military importance," a possi- 
bly ominous development in view 
of the nazi "eye for an eye" prin- 
ciple. 


At the same time foreboding of 
increased German "activity on the 
diplomatic front were seen in the 
statement of one authorized source 
that the hour for Sweden's "deci- 
sion" is aproaching.

OPPOSE DIPLOMATIC

STATEMENT CONTAINED IN 
BISHOPS MESSAGE TO THE 


GENERAL CONFERENCE 


ATLANTIC CITY. N. J., 
April 


25.—(/P)—The council of bishops of 
the New. Methodist Church express- 
ed opposition today to "any estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the Vatican and the United 
States." 


The statement was contained In 
the bishop's quadrennial message 
to the church's general conference 
which began sessions here yester- 
day. It did not mention by name 
President 
Roosevelt's 
personal 
peace envoy to the Vatican, Myron 
C. Taylor. 


"We," the bishops informed con- 
ference delegates, "express our sin- 
cere appreciation of the oft-declar- 
ed Interest of the President of tho 
United States on behalf of world 
peace and especially his frequent 
emphasis upon the social and re- 
ligious foundations of peace, and 
we are ready to join with the 
Catholic church and with all other 
religions or secular 
organizations 
to promote world neace, 


"But we do deplore and must 
firmly resist any union of church 
and state, and are and will bo un- 
alterably opposed to any establish- 
ment of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the Vatican and the Unit- 
ed States." 


These two paragraphs were In 
the middle of a dissertation by the 
Methodist bishops on the possibili- 
ty of Christian churches through- 
out the world banding together In

FARM PROCESSING OPERA-

WASHINGTON, April 
25.—(IP)— 


President Roosevelt said today "it 
would be a great mistake" to en- 
act legislation proposed by Repre- 
sentative Bardcn (D-NC) to ex- 
empt 16 farm processing opera- 
tions from the wage-hour law. 
A letter from Stephen Early, a 
secretary to Mr. Roosevelt, to Chair- 
man TJorton (D-NJ) of the house 
labor committee, was made public 
by Mrs. Norton just before the 
house began consideration of three 
sots of amendments proposed to 
the wage-hour act. 
In his letter, Early quoted the 
president as follows: 
"The wages and hours act is In 
an evolutionary stage whore we 
are learning by practical experi- 
ence in the field as to whether and 
how it should be amended. It is 
too early to form definite conclus- 
ions except to note that on the 
whole the principle and objective 
are pxcellclnt and have done much 
to stabilize wages and hours and to 
bring wages up for the lowest paid 
workers. 
"It is being administered with 
discretion and no substantial groups 
of employers have been damaged. 
"Farm labor is not affected by 
the act. In view of all the circum- 
stances I think it would be a great 
mistake to adopt tho Barden amend- 
ments. By another year we shall 
know a great deal more about tho 
subject." 


Mrs. Norton said that prior to 
receiving the communication, she 
had talked with tho president by 
telephone at his Warm Springs, Ga., 
vacation homo.

Tho men walked out yesterday 
and placed pickets at tho Pennsyl- 
vania Shipyards as the company 
was ready to start work on tho 
vessels under maritime commis- 
sion contracts. 


Shipyards officials, In a newspa- 


per advertisement charged that tho 
Metal Trades Union (AFL) had 
broken faith. 
The company pub- 


lished in the advertisement a copy 
of an agreement reportedly signed 
by tho union, agreeing to abide by 
existing wage scales and not to 
make further demands during con- 
struction of the ships, 


Tho shipyards 
firm 
said tho 
transfer of an employe to his for- 
mer work as machinist, where he 
was to work temporarily at a re- 
duccd wage, was a subterfuge used 
to call the strike. 
T o other 
strikes 
meanwhile 
were In progress here. Forty sev- 
en struck on a department s>tore 
construction job. A beer distribu- 
tion plant was scene of tho other 
strike, called by 
tho 
teamsters 


union, apparently 
for more pay 


and bolter working conditions. 
'Labor officials declined to mako 
statements concerning the depart- 
ment strike but banners carried 
by pickets called for moro hourly 
pay and improved working condl-.

NEW DEVICE AIDS MATER- 


IALLY IN SENDING OF 


CLEARER PICTURES

NEW YORK, April 25.—An elec- 


trical lens, a new photographic de- 
vice for wirephoto, the pictures 
sent by wire, was announced to- 
day by the Associated Press. 
This electrical lens does for wire 


pictures what panchromatic 
film 
did for photography a few years 
ago—eliminates the formless blacks 
and replaces them with natural de- 
tails. 
A difficulty in pictures sent by 


•wire has been that at the receiv- 
ing end, where the electricity was 
changed back into light, the film 
failed to give good reproduction 
of the darker areas of the original 
photograph. 


An example is a new photograph 


of 
Postmaster 
General 
Farley, 


wearing a black coat, in the ordin- 
ary wirephoto this coat was little 
better than a dark smear, But the 
same photo received with the elec- 
tric lens shows clearly the texture 
of the weave and even the precise- 
ly tailored threads in the coat 
buttons. 


Details in the ttrngles of plane 


and train wrecks show up 
more 
distinctly. 


The lens Is an Improvement on 


nature in that it will make rays 
of light do things never before 
• osslble. 
However, it 
is

only for pictures which have been 
transmitted electrically.

Surgery Problem 


Believed Solved 


By New Method 


CHICAGO, April 25—W)—A new 
surgical method which appears to 
lave solved one of the oldest prob- 
ems of surgery, lung complications 
following amputation of a leg, was 
announced today. 


The 
pulmonary 
Involvement, 


which has persisted for years as 
the greatest risk in removing 
a 
gangrenous leg, was>averted by ty- 
ing off a vein in the affected limb 
at a much higher point than has 
been customary. 


This "high ligation" method, de- 


scribed in the Journal of American 
Medical Association, was credited 
with preventing the formation of 
blood clots in the 
stump. 
Such 


clots are fatal when they break off, 
enter the general circulation and 
become lodged in the lungs, ob- 
structing blood vessels there.

for libraries. 


In the first phrase quot-

third time this political season an 
announcement of "no candidacy" 
has been made with important ef- 
fect.

Lon A. Smith, chairman of the 
railroad commission, who said he 
would retire at the end ot his 
term, Jan. 1, 1041. 


Previously Attorney General Ger- 


ald C. Mann and Ernest O.. Thomp- 
son, also a member of the railroad 
commission, had announced they 
would not be entrants in the race 
for governor. 


The almost Immediate effect of 


the Smith, announcement was to 
swell the list of aspirants to his 
place on the commission. Eugene 
I. Smith of Austin and San An- 
tonio, former chairman of the 
state highway commission, declar- 
ed his candidacy, bringing to 
14 


the number of such candidates. 


At least one other person was 


known to be considering jumping 
into the contest. 


The politically wise In Austin 
had agreed generally that if Lon 
A. Smith had chosen to run again 
he would have been the man other 
candidates would 
have 
had "to 
beat." 


Seventy-one years old and hold- 
er of various public offices for 45 
years, Smith had the wide acquain- 
tanceship so Important to obtain 
and retain a state government po- 
sition. 
Ho became a member of 


the commission in 1925. 


Where Smith's 
potential 
vote 
will go is a question for specula- 
tion. Most observers think it will 
bo divided among candidates who 
have announced.

German planes carried out an- 


other raid during the night on 
Britain's Scapa Flow naval base, 
but the British declared the raid- 
ers had been driven off without 
damage.

Certain members of parliament

The insur- 
gents boasted that they had four 
columns of troops converging on 
the enemy In Madrid, and that a. 
"fifth 
column", 
(meaning 
socrt 


agents and supporters) was work- 
ing for them from within the 
capital. 


The mission of the fifth col- 


umn is to pave the way to deliv- 
er over to its own government 
the government of the 
country 


being 
undermined. 
This 
might 


mean the actual loss of sovereign- 
ty, or merely the seizing of po- 
litical or economic control ov«r 
the victim. 


Here it should be said that the 


employment of the 
fifth column 


isn't peculiar to any one country, 
A lot of 
thnm usu it. 


Communism, for instance, long 


was the prize hete noir of many 
countries. Even now England 
said to be conaii'-ring a proposal 
to outlaw bolshevism. France out- 
lawed this "ism'1 just after 
the 


Russo-Uerman puct was signed. 


Itcds Outstripped. 


The reds, however, have been 


outstripped as borers. Europe has 
just awakened to the fact that 
the nazls have developed this art 
so intensely and so successfully 
that the old world 1s fairly honey- 
combed with it. It is no exag- 
geration to say that many coun- 
tries are in a state of panic ovcv 
the situation. 


The 
fifth 
column technique Is 


to send into a country all sorts 
of 
agents—tourists, 
touchers, 


businessmen, settlers, and 
what 


not. These folk inspire the form- 
ation of nazl (or whatever the 
ism Is) political parties, get hold 
of official positions in organiza- 
tions and impel them to work 
for German interests, preach the 
nazl doctrine to young people and 
organize 
youth 
movements, am! 


in a hundred ways 
serve 
the 


fueher. 


Something 
over 
a 
year 
ago 


when I toured fourteen countries 
of Europe I found the nazl fer- 
ment working everywhere. It re- 
quired the nazi fifth column coup 
in Norway, however, to wake- oth- 
er nations up and set them to 
searching their own cellars fran 
tically. Most of them have found 
plenty.

OF 1,090,000 ACRES 


Much Interest is being shown 


by landowners of the 
proposed 


NavaiTO-Hlll conservation district 
in the scries of meetings being 
held throughout the area to ac- 
quaint eligible voters with 
the 


provisions of the law. This state- 
ment was made by R. M. Hudnall 
of Chatfield, polling superintend- 
ent of the district. The election 
to determine whether the district 
Is to be created will be held May 
25. 


The proposed district embraces 


1,090,000 acres of land and 
in- 


cludes all of Navarro county and 
portions of Ellis, Hill, Limestone 
and Freestone counties. 


Mr. Hudnall reports the receipt 


of a letter from Robert J. Smith, 
vice president of the Braniff Air- 
ways, who states in part: 


"I write this letter to express 


the hope that the outcome of the 
election will be in favor of the 
creation of the district and en- 
gagement in the soil conservation 
program.

cookies the proportion of 
flour 


to liquid is increased over that 
In a cae, so that the mixture has 
the consistency of a stiff dough. 
The stiff dough may be rolled in- 
to cokies, or chilled and sliced. A 
brief 
chilling 
(15 
minutes 
or 


more) in the refrigerator permits 
handling the dough without the 
addition of flour. Too much flour 
causes cookies to be less tender. 
If a thin cookie is desired use an 
oven temperature of 
350 F 
in- 
stead of 375 F, so that the dough 
will spread as the fat melts. The 
thicker cookie should be started 
in a hot oven so that a crust will 
form before the fat melts. 
The
